"Gold  and  International  Numismatics” 


On  January  1,  1975,  or  possibly  sooner,  N.I.  members  residing  in  the 
U.S.  will  be  able  to  join  most  of  their  fellow  members  throughout  the 
world  in  holding,  buying  or  selling,  and  otherwise  trading  gold  bullion. 

What  effect  will  this  have  on  N.I.  members  throughout  the  world?  Will 
it  be  beneficial? 


I believe  that  the  ruling  will  be  beneficial  for  a number  of  reasons. 
Firstly,  that  segment  that  has  had  to  purchase  gold  restrikes  to  sat- 
isfy their  desire  for  bullion  will  move  over  to  bullion  and  to  trading 
gold  on  futures  market.  This  should  decrease  the  number  of  restrikes 
presently  being  minted.  This  will  be  of  benefit  to  numismatics  as 
well  as  to  the  individual  heretofore  forced  to  pay  a premium  for  gold. 
Both  benefit.  Secondly,  legitimate  issues  in  gold,  minted  since  1959, 
will  be  available  to  collectors  desiring  completion  of  type  sets  and 
other  series.  Thirdly,  medal  collectors  will  have  an  additional  numis- 
matic category  - gold  medals  of  contemporary  mintage  - to  interest  them. 


An  added  facet:  gold  trading  in  commodity  futures  will  also  be  avail- 

able. As  a professional  commodity  broker,  I would  urge  those  inter- 
ested to  spend  these  next  several  weeks  in  acquiring  knowledge  about 
trading  commodity  futures.  Deal  with  financially  sound  firms  that  can 
execute  your  orders  swiftly  and  precisely.  I would  also  trade  silver 
futures.  Gold  trading  will  be  similar.  Whatever  you  do,  don’t  let 
the  yellow  metal  cloud  you  logic.  Gold  has  woven  a spell  over  the 
mind  of  man  for  thousands  of  years.  Don’t  let  its  magnificence  blind 
you.  It  must  be  treated  just  like  any  other  commodity.  Learn  the 
factors  which  influence  future  price  considerations  and  react  accord- 
ingly. 


Whether  you  rush  out  to  buy  those  beautiful  gold  commemoratives  of 
recent  mintage,  legitimate  issues  of  course,  or  observe  others  doing 
so,  I think  you  will  agree  that  this  new  vista  for  U.S.  members  will 
liven  up  intematicnal  numismatics  to  a considerable  extent.

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The  Humble 
Farthing 

by  o.  d.  cresswell 

For  almost  three  centuries  the  farther  that  humble  servant  of  the 

British  coinage  served  the  needs  of  the  working  man  of  Britain. 
For  a child  a penny  was  riches  untold  and  a farthing  the  only 
coin  he  ever  had  cause  to  spend.  When  we  remember  the  tavern's 
primitive  advertisement .... "Drunk  for  a penny,  dead  drunk  for  twopence", 
it  can  been  seen  that  the  farthing  did  have  considerable  purchasing 
powers  in  it  height,  though  with  inflation  being  by  no  means  a modem 
phenomenon  it  soon  became  a child's  pocket  money.  By  1956  prices  had 
risen  so  far  and  so  fast  that  the  farthing  cost  more  to  produce  in  the 
Mint  than  it  could  purchase  In  the  market  place,  a state  of  affairs 
that  led  to  its  withdrawal  from  circulation. 

I cannot  claim  so  many  years  that  I remember  the  farthing  in  common 
use  but  I do  have  memories  of  using  it  for  one  specific  purpose. 

During  the  last  war  onions  were  in  very  short  supply  and  sold  at 
2-l/2  pence  for  two  pounds.  Not  that  any  greengrocer  would  sell  you 
two  pounds,  you  had  to  be  content  with  a single  pound  per  household 
and  there  lay  the  rub.  A little  calculation  will  show  you  that  one 
pound  of  onions  would  sell  at  l-l/4  pence  but  since  very  few  people 
had  farthings  the  wily  shopkeeper  got  an  extra  farthing  out  of  every 
customer  thus  doubling  his  profits.  My  only  connection  with  this 
story  is  that  it  was  my  job  any  time  onions  were  for  sale  to  go  over 
to  the  local  bakery  and  change  a penny  into  four  farthings.  Logic 
tells  me  that  if  the  bakery  kept  farthings  in  stock  then  some  bread 
must  have  been  priced  to  a farthing,  but  I have  no  memory  of  it. 

There  are  some  coins  which  are  more  attractive  objects  to  collect  than 
the  humble  farthing  but  then  they  cost  a great  deal  more  to  buy. 
Farthings  are  eminently  collectable,  collect  them  by  reign,  type  or 
date,  you  cannot  go  far  wrong.  One  word  of  warning.  It  is  fatally 
easy  to  start  collecting  one  of  each  reign,  but  then  types  come  into 
it  and  before  you  know  it  you  are  looking  for  certain  dates.  But 
then  that  is  the  story  of  all  coin  collecting,  simple  beginnings  and 
then  self  imposed  targets  that  stretch  away  into  the  future  for  it  is 
the  search  and  not  the  acquisition  that  gives  the  pleasure. 

Below  is  a check  list  of  farthing  dates  I have  made  up  for  my  own  use. 
There  are  a few  points  that  need  explanation.  A date  followed  by  (p) 
means  that  there  are  no  currency  issues  that  year  and  if  you  want  a 
farthing  of  that  date  it  just  has  to  be  a Pattern.  There  are  of  course 
Patterns  for  some  of  the  dates  for  which  currency  farthings  were 
issued.  A date  followed  by  (h)  means  that  the  only  currency  farthings 
issued  that  year  were  made  in  the  Heaton  mint  at  Birmingham.  On  the 
coin  a small  H follows  the  date  in  the  exergue.  Some  other  dates 
will  be  found  followed  by  H but  those  years  coins  were  produced  in  both 
the  Mint  and  at  Birmingham.  Since  George  V died  in  January  1936  aH 
the  coins  issued  that  year  were  issued  in  the  reign  of  Edward  VIII, 
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later  the  Duke  of  Windsor.  So  even  though  the  coins  bear  the  head  and 
titles  of  George  V,  I have  placed  1936  under  the  heading  of  Edward  VII.

Thus,  "Numinecerics"  is  the  study  or  science  of  emergency  money  or 
money  of  necessity,  and  a "Numinecerist"  is  the  person  who  studies 
or  practices  this  science. 
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Coinage  in 
Medieval  Hungary 

by  Dave  Schecter 

THE  AMERICAN  NUMISMATIC  PRESS  PRINTS  VERY  LITTLE  ABOUT  MEDIEVAL 

coinage,  and  especially  little  about  Hungarian  medieval  coinage. 
As  a mirror  of  economic  history,  coinage  has  always  been  of 
particular  importance  since  as  early  as  700  B.C.  coins  actually 
contained  a large  part  of  the  actual  value  of  their  denomination  in 
precious  metal.  This  statement  holds  true  for  the  coins  minted  in 
Hungary  from  the  11th  to  the  15th  centuries. 

An  examination  of  them,  both  as  to  their  content  and  aesthetic  char- 
acteristics, indicates  both  the  period  of  their  minting  and  the 
economic  condition  of  the  country  at  that  time.  Of  course,  with 
the  advent  of  clad  coinage  and  representational  paper  money,  this  is 
no  longer  true. 

Coinage  began  in  Hungry  with  the  establishment  of  a strong  Royal 
family.  The  first  piece  of  Hungarian  money  was  that  of  Stephan  I 
(St.  Stephen),  who  was  crowned  King  of  Hungary  by  Pope  Sylvester  III 
in  997  A.D.  Stephan's  first  coinage  was  a silver  piece  of  half  dinar 
denomination,  some  19mm  in  diameter.  Its  median  weight  was  1.7 
grams.  He  minted  only  the  one  value. 

The  center  contained  an  acanthus  cross  with  a row  of  pearls  around 
it;  the  outside  rim  also  consisted  of  a row  of  pearls,  and  the  area 
between  the  two  rows  of  pearls  was  inscribed  STEPHANUS  REX.  This 
design  was  taken  from  the  half  dinar  coin  minted  by  the  Bavarian 
Dukes  of  Ratisbon  and  had  been  circulating  in  Hunary  for  some  time, 
being  used  mainly  by  traders  along  the  border.  This  design  remained 
fairly  constant  until  the  rule  of  Salomon  (1063-7*0  where  for  the 
first  time,  we  find  the  figure  of  the  King  represented  on  the  coins. 
No  attempt  was  made  to  depict  the  King  himself;  the  figure  was  purely 
symbolic.  The  dignity  of  his  person  was  represented  by  a crown  over 
his  head. 

In  the  12th  century,  with  inflation  and  the  lessening  in  value  of 
the  coins  themselves,  their  size  was  reduced.  The  cross  on  the  one 
side  and  the  figure  of  the  King  on  the  other  still  remained;  what  was 
reduced  was  the  quantity  of  inscription.  On  some  of  the  coins  of 
lesser  denomination,  the  cross  was  replaced  by  a small  geometric 
design. 

Toward  the  end  of  the  12th  century,  under  Bela  III  (ll73“9b)  the 
designs  began  to  reflect  the  influence  of  Italian  and  Byzantine 
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coinage  as  veil  as  that  of  the  German  Bracteates.  Also  at  this  time, 
pieces  of  money  of  a metal  other  than  silver  began  to  be  introduced. 

For  the  first  time  copper  coins  were  minted.  Some  of  the  silver 
coins  were  increased  in  diameter  to  27mm,  but  their  thickness  was 
lessened  so  that  their  value  would  remain  constant.  However,  the 
greater  diameter  gave  the  designers  a greater  opportunity  to  exercise 
their  artistic  skills.  The  variety  of  figures  was  also  increased; 
as  well  as  the  cross,  figures  of  men,  heads,  animals  and  other  designs 
appeared.  This  was  a marked  improvement  over  the  monotonous  represent- 
ations on  prior  coins.  Bela's  coins  showed  on  the  one  side  a re- 
presentation of  the  monarch,  crowned,  and  carrying  a sceptre  in  one 
hand  and  the  orb  in  the  other.  The  other  side  varied  with  the  denomi- 
nation. For  example,  the  reverse  of  his  follaro,  a copper  coin, 
showed  the  figure  of  two  saints,  standing. 

The  Arpad  Dynasty,  which  had  ruled  Hungary  since  875j  ended  in  1301 
with  the  death  of  Andrew  III,  the  last  king  of  that  family.  The  new 
rulers  of  Hungary  were  of  the  House  of  Anjou,  the  first  of  whom  was 
Wenceslaus  of  Bohemia  who  ascended  the  throne  in  1301. 

With  the  new  Dyansty,  the  coinage  underwent  a dramatic  transformation. 
As  trade  was  beginning  to  become  more  free,  and  ever  larger  and  larger 
quantities  of  goods  were  being  transported  over  greater  distances,  coins 
of  larger  denomination  were  required.  For  the  first  time,  coinage  in 
gold  appeared.  This  gold  coin  was  patterned  after  the  Florentine 
gold  florin,  which  had  been  in  circulation  as  bullion  in  Hungary  for 
over  fifty  years.  Too,  silver  coins  of  larger  size  and  greater 
■value  than  the  dinar  were  also  minted.  This  was  done  to  counter- 
balance the  effect  of  the  large  Bohemian  silver  coins  which  had  been 
circulating  in  the  country  for  some  time,  especially  in  the  border 
towns. 


In  the  first  half  of  the  15th  century,  the  regularly  issued  coins  of 
the  Hungarian  regime  had  been  debased  to  such  a point  that  it  was 
difficult  to  distinguish  them  from  those  issued  by  the  "mints"  of 
the  counterfeiters.  In  actual  fact,  the  bogus  coins  were  superior 
in  many  cases  and  passed  more  readily  than  the  official  government 
issue.  By  any  standards,  this  period  was  the  low  point  of  Hungarian 
coinage. 

1 

Matthias  I (1458-90)  initiated  a reform  that  put  an  end  to  the  decline 
in  the  monetary  system.  He  minted  three  new  coins  to  replace  the 
five  that  had  previously  been  issued,  with  greater  variety  between 
each  one.  He  introduced  new  designs,  one  showing  the  Madonna  hold- 
ing the  Infant  Jesus  in  her  arms.  This  was  the  forerunner  of  what 
later  became  the  Patrona  Hungaria  on  the  coinage.  This  design  was 
used  by  all  three  Hungarian  Kings  that  followed  him,  until  the  whole 
picture  of  the  History  of  Hungary  was  changed  with  the  division  of 
the  country  between  Austria  and  Turkey  in  1526,  a situation  that 
ended  Hungarian  medieval  coinage.

Kindly  refer  to  yours  dated  22nd  March,  197^* 

The  coin  of  Edward  VII  dated  1907  is  not  a regular  issue;  but  it  is 

an  extra-ordinary  mint  freak  i.e.  it  bears  erroneous  strikings. 

A coin  striking  machine  bears  two  dies,  one,  normally  the  obverse, 
is  fixed  at  the  bottom  of  a hollow  tube  facing  upside.  The  other, 
the  reverse  die,  is  attached  to  a long  rod  facing  downward.  This 

rod  moves  in  the  hollow  tube  like  a piston  and  the  two  dies  facing 

each  other  couple  at  the  time  of  striking.  An  unstamped  metal  piece 
of  coin  passes  through  a channel  over  the  obverse  (bottom)  die  and 
the  reverse  die  come  to  it  from  the  above  and  strikes  the  piece 
heavily.  With  the  heavy  pressure  the  impression  of  both  the  dies 
come  up  on  the  piece  and  the  stamped  piece,  as  soon  as  the  above  die 
goes  back  after  striking,  slippes  out  of  the  tube  to  the  out-flowing 
channel  and  another  unstamped  piece  takes  its  place. 

During  the  process,  sometimes  it  happens  that  a struck  coin  fails  to 
move  to  the  flowing  channel  and  instead  sticks  to  the  upper  die  and 
moves  up  along  with  it.  When  the  upper  die  comes  down  again  to 
strike  another  coin,  the  sticken  coin  comes  down  with  it  and  now  it 
strikes  the  underlying  unstamped  piece  instead  of  the  upper  die. 

The  result  is  that  the  coin  on  the  bottom  side  takes  the  true  impres- 
sion of  the  bottom  die  and  the  upper  side  a sunken  impression  of  the 
sticken  coin  which  has  the  raised  impression  of  the  bottom  die.  So 
the  coin  gets  two  impressions  of  the  same  motif f,  a raised  one  on  one 
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side  and  a sunken  one  on  the  other.  Such  freaks  often  pass  out  of 
the  mint  and  are  known  as  brockage.  Sometimes  it  may  be  seen  with 
coin  collectors.  A paper  on  such  freaks  is  published  in  the  JNSI. 

Your  coin  is  a freak  of  the  same  type;  but  in  this  case,  two  coins, 
instead  of  one,  were  involved.  First  a coin  had  stuck  to  the  upper 
die  and  it  struck  the  blank  piece  in  the  above  manner  and  resulted 
in  the  normal  brockage  with  the  sunken  die  on  the  reverse.  Normally 
the  coin  over  the  bottom  die  ought  to  have  moved  to  the  discharging 
channel;  but  it  remained  stuck  to  the  bottom  die.  Now  the  upper 
die  came  in  its  normal  way  without  any  sticken  coin  and  struck  the 
coin  which  was  stuck  to  the  lower  die  again.  Thus  the  coin  got  two 
impressions.  First  the  sunken  impression  of  the  obverse  die  and  then 
the  normal  reverse  die.  The  sunken  part,  made  by  the  first  impression 
remained  undisturbed  by  the  portion  of  the  upper  die,  which  was 
meant  for  sunken  imprint  and  the  others  got  the  relief  or  sunken 
impressions  as  usual.  But  this  kind  of  double  impression  is  extremely 
rare. 

I would  rather  say  that  I know  no  other  instance  of  such  impression. 
And  as  such  yours  is  a unique  freak.

NOTGELD  GRADING  SYSTEM 


Some  years  ago,  shortly  after  the  formation  of  the  Emergency  Money 
Society  (which  is  now  a part  of  Numismatics  International,  consoli- 
dating with  NI  several  months  ago),  a grading  system  for  the  German 
emergency  coins  of  zinc,  iron,  aluminum  and  other  metals  was  devel- 
oped by  EMS. 

This  grading  system,  developed  by  numerous  former  EMS  members,  is 
separate  from  any  other  grading  systems  in  as  much  as  the  types  of 
metals  generally  associated  with  German  emergency  or  notgeld  coins 
are  quite  different  from  normal  world  coinage.  The  grading  approved 
is  as  follows: 

FILLER:  A coin,  due  to  wear,  corrosion  or  mishandling,  is  missing 

all  or  most  major  parts  of  the  design,  but  is  still  identifiable. 

GOOD:  A coin,  with  moderate  corrosion  or  rust,  showing  all  major 

design,  but  with  no  detail. 

FINE:  A coin,  with  little  or  no  corrosion  or  rust,  showing  half  or 

more  of  any  detailed  design.  Includes  coins  with  slight' pitting. 

EXTRA  FINE:  A coin,  with  no  corrosion  or  rust,  showing  all  detailed 

design,  but  showing  slight  wear  on  high  points  of  the  design. 

UNCIRCULATED:  Mint  state,  with  no  wear,  no  corrosion  or  rust. 
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The  Raja  Shahi 
Rupee  of  Datia

Datia  was  a former  Indian  Native  State  in  the  Bundelkhand  in  Central 
India.  The  town  of  Datia  and  the  state's  capital  was  founded  by  and 
named  for  Dalpat  Rao  who  ruled  there  l6h3-1707*  According  to  Prinsep, 
the  Datia  mint  was  opened  in  178h  and  the  Raja  Shahi  rupee  and  its 
divisions  were  probably  struck  from  that  date  and  throughout  much  of 
the  next  century.  This  coin  is  listed  by  Craig  in  the  second  edition 
on  page  259  as  number  27  and  the  coin  listing  and  illustration  was 
taken  from  B4C,  vol.  IV.  In  the  latter  work,  it  is  stated  that  the 
coin  "is  an  imitation  of  a coin  struck  by  Shah  'Alam  at  an  unknown 
mint,  with  the  date  1178  and  of  the  sixth  year  of  his  reign. " 

Mr.  D.  N.  Marshall  in  an  article  in  the  l^b6  issue  of  J.N.S.I.  de- 
scribes a rupee  of  Shah  'Alam  II  struck  at  the  previously  unidentified 
mint  of  Dalipnagar  and  the  purpose  of  his  article  is  to  assign  a 
recognizable  place  for  this  mint  and  to  prove  that  it  was  an  imperial 
Mughul  issue  rather  than  a coin  struck  by  a local  ruler.  This  coin 
is  dated  AH  1178  and  is  of  the  sixth  regnal  year  of  Shah  'Alam. 

There  was  a town  of  Dalipnagar  in  the  North-West  Frontier  Province 
but  this  place  is  excluded  as  the  mint  of  the  coin  in  question  be- 
cause it  was  not  founded  until  l8h8.  The  Central  India  State  Gazetteer 
Series  of  1907  states  that  Datia  was  locally  known  as  Dalipnagar  and 
it  is  this  connection  that  Marshall  attempts  to  prove. 

Historically,  equating  Dalipnagar  with  Datia  is  feasible  because  Shah 
'Alam  visited  the  Bundelkhand  in  about  1760  when  he  received  the 
chiefs  of  Datia  and  Orccha  and  gave  them  the  title  of  Rajah.  He 
later  campaigned  in  the  area  in  1763  and  received  tribute  from  these 
chiefs  who  were  growing  dissatisfied  with  Maratha  rule.  AH  1178  is 
equivalent  to  AD  176^-65  and  it  is  likely  that  Shah  'Alam  coined  at 
Datia  at  that  time  to  show  his  sovereignity  in  the  area. 


The  coin  itself,  aside  from  some  minor  differences,  is  very  much 
like  the  Raja  Shahi  rupees  of  Datia  (Fig.  l). 
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The  obverse  couplet  and  the  placement  of  the  words  appears  to  be  the 
same  as  on  the  Datia  rupees  but  it  is  much  more  elegantly  drawn. 
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MM.  1 is  basically  the  same  as  found  on  the  Raja  Shahi  coins  but 
Marshall  found  difficulty  in  explaining  MM.  2 on  the  reverse  because, 
by  chance,  this  part  of  the  die  doesn't  show  on  the  IMC  plated  coin. 
On  all  of  my  coins  where  that  part  of  the  die  is  struck,  MM. 2 is 
evident.  This  mark  appears  to  be  regional  as  it  is  also  found  on 
coins  of  Jhansi  and  Gwalior,  nearby  towns,  and  at  the  same  place  on 
the  coins.  Figure  2 shows  a coin  of  the  first  year  of  Shah  'Alam 
from  the  Gwalior  mint.  Though  badly  degraded,  what  shows  of  the 
mint  name  on  my  Raja  Shahi  coins  appears  to  be  consistent  with 
Dalipnagar.  Accordingly,  it  can  be  said  with  some  confidence  that 
coin  Fig.  1 is  the  model  coin  for  the  Raja  Shahi  rupees  of  Datia 
which  were  first  struck  in  178h  though  retaining  the  date  and  regnal 
year  of  the  earlier  coin.

MM.  39  } prominently  displayed  in  the  middle  line  of  the  obverse 

of  the  Raja  Shahi  rupees  is  the  only  significant  point  of  difference 
and  this  could  be  considered  the  specific  mark  of  the  Datia  mint. 

Now  that  the  mint  of  the  original  coin  has  been  satisfactorily  de- 
termined we  can  look  at  some  of  the  varieties  of  this  coin  that  was 
probably  struck  for  the  best  part  of  100  years.  As  might  be  expected, 
the  calligraphy  went  from  bad  to  worse  as  the  die-cutters  copied  and 
recopied.  Because  of  some  cross  die  pairing,  it  is  best  to  discuss 
the  obverse  and  reverse  varieties  separately  and  later  list  the 
actual  die  combinations  observed. 

The  primary  interest  of  the  obverse  dies  is  the  AH  date:  what  it  is 
supposed  to  be  and  what  it  appears  to  read  on  some  of  the  later 
degenerated  varieties,  keeping  in  mind  that  the  date  was  meant  to 
be  UVA  . Figures  I and  II  show  the  earliest  varieties  with  the 
proper  date  and  by  comparison  to  Figure  1,  it  can  be  seen  that  the 
writing  is  already  considerably  debased  from  the  fine  style  of  the 
model  coin.  The  difference  between  these  is  the  star-like  5 dot 
figure  in  the  left  of  the  middle  line  of  I compared  to  the  6 dot 
rosette  on  II.  Ill  follows  later  based  on  the  further  crudeness  of 
the  bottom  line  legend.  Figures  IV  and  V show  the  date  as  HV/\  and 
I IV II  and  VI  may  be  the  same  as  the  latter. 
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Die  VII  seems  to  have  evolved  from  V and  the  date  appears  to  read 
nvnr'  (117112),  the  last  date  apparently  deriving  from  the  "dal" 

(d)  of  Muhammad.  In  the  same  way,  VIII,  where  the  date  appears  as 
WAr'  (11782),  evolved,  probably  concurrently,  from  die  III.  The 
date  on  IX  reads  ///\A(ll82). 

Obverse  X is  very  similar  to  VII  but  the  date  is  written  correctly. 

The  dates  on  XI,  XII  and  XIII  are  further  bungled  and  possibly  incom- 
plete on  the  coins  and  read  (?)88l,  88l(? ) and  (?)l88  respectively. 

The  date  on  die  XIV  reads  AA"  and  on  dies  XV  through  XX,  the  dates 
appear  to  read  ll8l,  88 11,  8l8ll,  8ll8ll,  1171,  and  1177-  Obverse 
XXI  is  the  most  unusual  one  of  all  for  on  this  coin,  the  date,  1177* 
has  been  transferred  to  the  top  of  the  bottom  line  from  the  usual 
place  at  the  bottom  of  the  top  line.  Figure  XXII  shows  an  unusual 
far  left  strike  of  the  obverse  and  XXIII,  a bottom  strike.  This 
last  variety  could  be  the  earliest  one  of  all  or,  since  the  style  of 
writing  is  so  different  from  any  of  the  rest  or  the  model  coin,  it 
could  have  been  a contemporary  forgery. 

I assign  the  following  tentative  and  relative  chronological  order: 

(I,  II,  and  XXIII(?)),  Ill,  IV  from  III,  V and  VI  from  IV,  VII  from 
V,  VIII  and  IX  from  III,  X from  III,  and  XI  through  XXII  coming  later. 

Aside  from  the  regnal  year,  the  most  easily  discernible  part  of  the 
reverse  legend  is  " jalus",  yJbz  , in  the  middle  line.  The  difference 
between  A and  B is  that  the  former  has  the  star-like  5 dot  figure  of 
obverse  I in  the  "s"  of  jalus  while  B has  a five  dot  rosette.  Strange- 
ly, I have  not  found  the  die  combinations  i/A  or  Il/B  but  only  i/B  and 
Il/A.  Neither  of  these  dies  show  the  dot  of  the  "j"  of  jalus  but  die 
C does  and  also  the  S-like  figure  in  the  bottom  line  has  been  reversed. 
On  the  first  three  dies,  the  "u"  of  jalus  is  shaped  like  a comma;  on 
die  D it  is  shaped  like  =r . It  looks  the  same  way  on  Die  F plus  the 
addition  of  three  dots  in  a triangle  to  the  left  of  the  "u".  Other- 
wise this  die  is  the  same  as  E,  the  distinguishing  feature  of  these 
two  dies  being  the  addition  of  two  seven  dot  rosettes  in  the  top  line 
and  a much  more  stylized  writing.  G is  the  same  as  F but  without 
the  three  dots  to  the  left  of  the  "u"  in  jalus. 

A likely  relative  chronological  order  for  the  reverse  dies  is 
(A  and  B),  C,  D,  E,  and  (F  and  G) . 

The  observed  die  combinations  appear  to  bear  out  the  chronological 
orders  based  on  stylistic  differences.  I have  observed  the  following:

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A COIN  FROM 
THE  MALAYAN 
PENINSULA

The  above  picture  shows  a zinc  coin  for  the  city  of  Singora,  a port 
on  the  east  coast  of  the  Malacca  peninsula  which  was  found  in  the 
Royal  New  Museum  in  Berlin  and  previously  belonged  to  the  beautiful 
coin  collectionof  Mr.  Grimm,  the  present  owner  of  a pharmacy  in 
Bangkok;  the  latter  bought  from  a ship's  captain.  Through  the  gener- 
osity of  Prof.  Dr.  A.  Bastian  who  is  the  chairman  of  the  ethnographic 
department  of  the  said  museum,  I have  been  able  to  give  a true  picture 
of  the  coin,  moreover  he  verified  the  inscription  and  my  reading  of 
the  Siamese  name  which,  by  the  way,  can  be  found  in  Pallegoix'  diction- 
ary. 


The  inscription  on  the  front  side  is  Chinese,  the  back  side  partly 
Siamese,  partly  Malaic,  is  in  Arabic  script  because  the  Malayans  of 
the  peninsula  are  Islamic.  The  Chinese  and  Malayan  inscriptions  are 
somewhat  incomplete,  the  former  is  sufficient  and  the  latter  is  half- 
way recognizeable  as  follows: 

1.  The  Chinese  inscriptions  above  and  below  the  hole,  which  is  used 
to  string  up  the  coin,  is  "movement  up  to  blossom".  This  idiom  pro- 
mising much  luck,  corresponds  in  China  to  the  so-called  nien-hao, 
kuo-hao,  the  "year"  or  "empire"  name,  of  which  the  emperor  kept

SEPTEMBER  1974 
COIN  ORDERS  AND  MAIL  BIDS 


Response  to  the  August  price  list  has  been  quite  gratifying 
in  the  main,  but  we  have  been  presented  with  a very  clear  example 
of  the  difficulty  in  trying  to  estimate  members'  demands  in  ad- 
vance. The  West  African  states  500  Francs  has  gotten  three  times 
as  many  orders  as  the  Venezuela  10  Bolivares.  We  had  certainly 
not  expected  a $45  crown  to  outpace  a $15  crown  which  had  received 
as  much  publicity  as  the  Venezuela  coin.  To  get  the  Venezuela 
at  reasonably  low  prices,  we  had  to  look  hard,  getting  one  here, 
a couple  there,  and  so  on.  Shows  how  little  we  know!  Further- 
more, demand  for  the  Egyptian  one  pound  coins  has  been  rather 
heavy.  These  had  all  been  listed  before,  without  arousing  a 
great  deal  of  interest.  Recent  headlines  have  probably  influ- 
enced their  popularity,  and  we  have  asked  Dr.  Kissinger  to  bring 
us  a fresh  supply  on  his  next  trip. 

Reaction  to  the  mail  bid  offerings  has  been  most  pleasing.  As 
of  August  17,  we  had  bids  on  71  of  the  104  lots.  That  is  a mighty 
good  start,  and  we  encourage  you  to  send  in  your  bids  right 
away  if  you  have  not  already  done  so.  I personally  am  looking 
forward  very  much  to  the  floor  auction  which  will  close  out  this 
sale . 

The  second  series  of  Canadian  Olympic  coins  is  due  for  release 
in  just  a few  weeks.  We  have  decided  that  we  will  offer  these 
coins.  It  will  be  a big  help  to  us  in  determining  the  size  of 
our  order  if  you  will  let  us  know  whether  you  might  be  interested 
in  any  or  all  of  the  four  coins.  Your  expression  of  interest 
does  not  commit  you  in  any  way,  of  course.  But  it  might  help 
us  to  avoid  the  problems  incountered  with  the  first  series: 
large  demand  and  a supply  too  small  to  go  around  to  members. 

The  difficulty  of  anticipating  demand  is  usually  not  too  critical 
a matter,  but  we  have  two  other  problems  which  continue  to  grow 
as  NI  grows:  an  abundance  of  paper  work  and  a shortage  of  time. 

The  accounts  receivable  for  coin  and  book  orders  require  many 
hours  of  work  and  members  (particularly  those  in  the  U.S.  and 
Canada)  can  help  considerably  by  enclosing  payment  with  orders 
and  by  observing  the  postage  and  tax  requirements  where  applicable. 


Next  month  we  will  probably  be  ready  to  call  for  lots  for  another 
mail  bid  sale.  We  will  also  list  the  Iranian  coins  that  we  have 
available  for  sale,  but  frankly  we  have  been  very  disappointed 
so  far  in  our  efforts  to  find  nice  pieces.  In  addition,  we 
hope  to  have  a complete  set  of  the  Austria  2 Schilling  commem- 
oratives  to  offer  to  you.

To  the  left  and  to  the  right  of  the  hole,  and  reading  from  right  to 
left,  it  says  "tung-pao",  for  all  over  (tung)  valid  (pao)  which  is 
the  usual  inscription  of  Chinese  brass  coins. 

2.  The  Siamese  inscriptions  on  the  back  side  say  on  one  side  "Soft" 
and  on  the  other  "£1&".  Sonkla  is  the  name  of  the  city  Singora,  or 
Sungora,  which  lies  7-8°  N.B.  on  the  East  Coast  of  the  peninsula  and 
which  is  the  capital  of  a Siamese  province,  from  which  according  to 
Crawford^  the  affairs  of  the  Malayan  Dukedoms  were  managed.

Sungora),  and  should  perhaps  be  the  same  as  the  word  on  the  opposite 
side  jG  (nagara)  or  ^ JG'  (nagari),  which  means  city. 

That  Singora  originally  had  the  same  meaning  as  Singapora  is  not  un- 
likely since  the  tigers,  of  which  there  are  many  on  the  peninsula,  are 
often  designated  with  the  Sanscrit  word  sinha.  The  darker  sound  in 
Sungora,  as  Crawford  regularly  pronounced  it,  and  Sonkl&  grew  out  of 
a change  in  sound  which  is  unusual  in  the  Malayan  language. 

The  inscription  in  three  languages  on  the  coin  corresponds  roughly  to 
the  unusual  mixture  of  people  of  the  ports  beyond  India  where  Chinese 
and  Malayans  live  in  large  numbers  next  to  the  usual  people.  Here 
of  course  the  Malayan  is  native  at  least  since  an  earlier  time  than 
the  Thai  (Siamese)  have  acquired  their  present  homeland. 3 

Commerce,  as  long  as  it  is  not  royal  trade,  is  mostly  in  the  hands  of 
rich  Chinese  merchants  which  up  until  a few  years  ago  still  owned 
many  ships  with  German  captains  which  were  built  in  Europe.

With  the  year  1350  Palleggoix  (Grammatice 
linguae  Thai  S.  160)  also  Song-khla  under  the  heading  of  countries 
dependent  on  the  new  Siamese  empire.  It  is  very  probable  that  the 
Thais  immigrated  from  the  North  because  also  according  to  Edkins 1 
studies  they  are  lingudsticly  connected  with  several  tribes  of  the 
original  inhabitants  of  South  China. 


Further  notes  on  the  coinage  of  Singora: 

The  preceding  translated  article  calls  attention  to  the  tin  coinage 
of  the  southern  Siamese  state  of  Singora.  This  petty  coinage  is  not 
yet  listed  in  the  popular  world  catalogs,  but  it  is  expected  to  be 
cataloged  in  future  editions  following  the  publication  of  Major  F. 
Pridmore's  series  on  "The  Native  Coinages  of  the  Malay  States"  which 
have  been  appearing  serially  in  Spink's  Numismatic  Circular  since 
1968.  Singora  was  cataloged  in  the  April  and  May  editions  of  1973* 
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Nevertheless,  the  Himly  translation  is  interesting  as  a contemporary- 
notice  of  this  coinage.  This  particular  series  of  coinage  from 
Singora  was  struck  in  the  1870's,  perhaps  within  a year  or  two,  for 
the  subsequent  coinage  of  this  series  is  dated,  and  the  known  dates 
are  1241-1243/ 1879-1881. 

Through  the  courtesy  of  NI  member  Gordon  Jaraan,  Jr.,  we  are  able  to 
illustrate  Pridmore-215,  which  is  a dated  variety  of  Himly 's  coin

(l242/l88o).  It  differs  from  the  Himly  specimen  (Pr. -213)  in  that 
the  Thai  name  Songkhla  is  in  one  line  at  the  left  and  the  Thai  date 
and  the  word  Sakarat  (year)  appears  at  the  right  side.  Pridmore 
calls  these  coins  bia  and  states  that  400  bias  were  equal  to  one 
dollar.  Bia  means  essentially  - "petty  money".

SWEDISH  EMERGENCY  MONEY 


During  the  1914-1923  emergency  money  era,  though  one  only  tends  to 
think  of  Germany,  Austria  and  France,  many  European  countries,  in- 
cluding Sweden,  were  caught  in  the  money  shortage  and  thus  issued 
various  and  sundry  types  of  substitute  or  emergency  issues. 

In  Sweden  the  One  Krona  notes  were  popular  as  a substitute  or  replace- 
ment to  meet  the  shortage.  One  of  the  Krona  notes  lends  to  the  origin 
of  the  following  Swedish  legend. 

This  tale  concerns  a cow  that  was  offered  for  sale  in  a town  market 
by  a Swedish  herdsman.  An  agreed  price  was  set  at  80  Kronor  and  eight 
(8)  One  Krona  notes  were  accepted  by  the  seller,  the  herdsman.  Only 
too  late  did  he  realize  the  error. 

It  is  hard  to  believe  the  cow's  owner,  the  herdsman,  could  have  failed 
to  distinguish  between  the  One  Krona  and  10  Kronor  notes'.  However, 
the  One  Krona  notes  were  termed  "kotior"  or  "cow  tenners"  after  this 
transaction. 

These  notes,  the  One  Krona  or  "cow  tenners"  were  issued  in  1920  and 
1921  on  a 9~10  month  emergency  basis  only.

It’s  a whole  new 
collecting  game

Comparing  the  collecting  and  numismatics  of  emergency  money,  especially 
German  and  Austrian,  to  the  collecting  and  numismatics  of  general  world 
coins  and  currency,  is  like  comparing  tennis  to  football  - it's  a whole 
new  ball  game  for  the  collector-numismatist. 

We  shall,  hopefully,  help  make  your  entry  or  transition  to  this  field 
of  numismatics  somewhat  easier  and  more  enjoyable  through  this  article. 

One  of  the  first  confrontations  between  the  collector  and  numismatist 
and  emergency  money  collecting  and  study  will  be  the  entirely  different 
use  and  arrangement  of  terms,  wording  and  phrases  on  coins  and  currency 
and  associated  with  their  collecting  and  study. 

The  second  confrontation  will  be  the  different  ways  and  means  of  col- 
lecting, storing,  preserving  and  studying  these  coins  and  notes. 

Though  emergency  money,  especially  those  issues  of  Germany  and  Austria, 
has  been  a collectable  part  of  numismatics  since  World  War  I,  only 
recently  has  research,  literature  and  numismatic  study  really  caught 
up  with  the  collecting.  Only  in  the  past  four  years  or  so  has  there 
been  any  real  contribution  to  the  background  and  historical,  literary 
and  artistic,  and  legendary  and  factual  aspects.  Nor  until  recent 
times  has  the  technological  aspects  been  brought  to  the  forefront  of 
this  highly  specialized  field. 

And  yet,  with  a few  expections,  much  of  the  break-through,  when  put  in 
print,  is  found  in  non-English  text.  The  few  exceptions  are  articles 
such  as  this.  Through  the  help  of  translators  and  researchers,  numis- 
matic zealots  all,  it  is  hoped  that  the  exceptions  can  become  the  rule. 

While  collecting  world  coins  of  the  realm,  and  currency  too,  most  of 
the  terms  appearing  on  or  relating  to  the  items  being  collected  are 
pretty  standard,  categorized  and  relate  well.  Most  items  have  been 
cataloged  and  written  about  for  years.  Not  so  with  most  emergency 
issues. 

Most  emergency  money  terms,  wording,  phrases  and  uses  thereof  on  most 
any  issue  or  series,  or  associated  with  the  collecting  of  these  items, 
are  a result  of  the  same  emergencies,  situations  or  circumstances 
that  brought  the  coins  and  notes  themselves  into  being. 
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Also,  the  law  of  large  numbers  played  a role.  Just  think,  during  the 
German  emergency  money  and  inflation  era  of  1914-1923  there  were,  in 
Germany  alone,  more  emergency  issues  and  types  instituted,  minted  and 
printed  than  was  previously  existing,  or  has  come  into  existence 
since.  Not  a country  issuing  a few  hundred  types,  but  over  1800 
entities  issuing  tens-of-thousands  of  types.  There  were  cities, 
towns,  villages,  manufacturers,  retailers,  utilities,  associations 
and  societies,  church  groups,  camps,  clubs  and  individuals  issuing 
emergency  money,  both  coin  and  currency.  With  this  multitude  of 
issuers  of  different  statures  and  from  different  locales,  was  it  un- 
likely that  there  would  be  so  many  different  types  and  issues,  let 
along  differences  in  terminology,  phrasing  and  other  aspects? 

Through  the  following  lists  we  shall  attempt  to  cover  the  more  im- 
portant and  more  often  used  terms,  phrases  and  combinations.  Many  of 
these  will  be  appearing  on  the  coins  and  currency,  while  others  are 
used  with  regard  to  the  collecting  and  study  only.  Though  these  lists 
contain  German  to  English  translations,  nevertheless,  they  should  be 
of  assistance  in  the  collecting  of  emergency  money  from  other  areas 
of  Europe  as  well.

These  are  but  a few  of  the  terms,  words  and  phrases  used  and  associated. 
We  would  highly  recommend  a German-English  dictionary,  or  better 
still,  a copy  of  Hermann  Krause's  German-English  Numismatic  Dictionary. 

Many  quotations  appear  on  the  emergency  money  of  Germany,  covering 
just  about  every  topic,  theme  or  situation  in  their  ullustrious  his- 
tory. However,  the  following  two  are  most  sincere  and  most  appreci- 
ated: 


"Kommt,  lasst  uns  den  Kindem  Leben"  (Come,  let  us  love  the 
children).  This  is  from  Freidrich  Frobel,  founder  of  the 
kindergarten  system. 

And,  on  a Hohr,  bei/Coblenz  porcelain  coin  "Gott  der  Schopfer, 

War  der  erste  Toppler”  (God  the  Creator,  Was  the  First  Potter). 

Of  special  note,  watch  out  for  modification  of  vowels  or  the  use  of 
the  German  "umlaut",  those  two  little  (**)  marks  over  the  vowels.  This 
refers  to  the  omission  of  one  vowel  when  two  vowels  are  adjacent. 

As  in  Munzen,  Falscher,  Grower. 

Also,  watch  out  for  the  symbol  above,  ^ , which  appears  as  a capital 
B,  when  in  reality,  this  is  the  German  for  a double  "s". 

These  are  but  a couple  of  pitfalls,  umlauts  and  fractur  (older  type 
printing) . 

Nevertheless,  with  the  different  terms,  words,  phrases,  umlauts, 
fractur,  it  is  remarkable  how  much  similarity  there  is  between  the 


German  and  English  languages.  And,  even  with  these  differences,  it 
is  these  differences,  to  a degree,  that  make  the  collecting  and  study 
of  German  emergency  money  so  incredibly  interesting  and  fascinating. 

Now  that  you  have  mastered  the  German  language,  figured  out  the  use 
of  umlauts  and  fractur,  or  gotten  a couple  of  German-English  diction- 
aries, let's  get  down  to  the  ways  and  means  of  collecting  and  main- 
taining these  emergency  issues,  coin  and  currency. 

Depending  how  the  collector  decides  to  pursue  the  collecting,  how  he 
or  she  decides  to  collect,  thus  will  be  the  determination  of  how  in- 
volved and  how  challenging  the  pursuit  will  be.  A collector  can  get 
a little  involved  or  greatly  involved,  and  the  challenge  will  be  pro- 
portional. 

First  rule.  Get  some  catalogs  to  supplement  background,  statistical 
and  other  data  found  in  articles  such  as  this.  We  can  suggest  the 
following:

There  are  others.  All  of  the  above,  except  Emergency  Coins  of  Ger- 
many and  Numberg-Furth  Strassenbahngeld,  are  in  German  text,  but  all 
are  very  easy  and  beneficial  to  use. 

There  are  four  main  categories  of  German  emergency  money  or  related 
items. 

1 - Die  struck  (mostly  metal)  coins 

2 - Printed  currency  and  stamp-money 

3 - Porcelain  coins  and  related  medals 

b - Non-paper  currency  (including  cloth  and  leather  items) 

Collecting  die  struck  coins,  one  can  collect  by  type,  of  which  there 
are  approximately  13,000  different,  or  by  issuing  authority,  or  by 
location  or  place  of  issuance,  or  by  metallic  content,  shapes,  edge 
designs,  or  by  the  ever  popular  method  of  topical. 

Below  are  listed  the  sub -categories,  issuing  authorities,  striking 
firms,  metal  content,  shapes,  edges  and  some  of  the  topics.  There 
are  others  of  the  latter.  This  writer  has  tried  them  all,  every  way 
and  every  means,  and  in  addition  to  the  topical  collecting,  has  found 
collecting  by  location,  shape,  issuing  authority  and  metallic  content 
the  most  interesting  and  rewarding.

Also,  associated  with  these  types,  the  many  different  sizes  and  types 
of  holes,  slots  and  grooves  used  on  the  coins,  as  well  as  the  many 
different  types  of  issuing  authorities,  offer  still  greater  challenges. 

OK,  now  that  you  have  learned  how  to  collect,  what  to  collect,  and 
understand  the  numismatic  background,  statistical  data,  and  all  of 
the  pieces  you've  collected,  how  about  care  and  storage? 

This  can  give  some  problems  also,  and,  as  in  most  other  respects,  the 
care  and  storage  of  emergency  money,  particularly  coins,  is  different 
from  other  world  coin  types. 

Because  of  the  varied  types  of  materials,  metallic  content  and  non- 
metallic  content,  do  not  treat,  clean  or  renew  these  coins  as  you 
would  others.  Use  no  acids  --  period! 

It  has  been  found  that  soaking  in  vegetable  or  mineral  oil  is  the  best 
cleaner,  particularly  for  the  zinc,  iron  and  aluminum  coins.  Follow- 
ing this,  washing  in  a neutral  solution  (bezene  or  lacquer  thinner) 
is  excellent.  Then  you  may,  or  may  not  if  you  wish,  spray  each  coin 
with  a "water  clear-thin"  substance  known  as  "bronzing  lacquer"  for 
preservation.  This  type  lacquer  is  almost  a neutral  in  itself  and 
is  easily  removed  by  soaking  in  thinner.  These  steps  and  procedure, 
common  to  and  practiced  by  many  long-time  collectors,  are  proven  and 
accepted. 

Again,  because  of  the  metallic  contents,  store  in  holders  that  are  as 
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inert  and  free  of  acids  as  possible.  Plastics,  rather  than  paper. 
However,  with  a lacquer  coating,  much  protection  is  gained,  even 
from  paper  type  acids. 

The  collecting  of  the  currency  in  this  realm  of  numismatics  is 
achieved  the  same  way  the  coins  are  collected.  Exception,  instead 
of  metallic  contents,  one  collects  by  types  of  paper  or  paper  product 
or  by  type  of  printing. 

The  classes  of  paper  emergency  money  of  Germany  are  broken  down  into 
these : 

1914  issues 

1915-1918  Kreigsgeld  or  War  Notes 
1918-1919  Grossgeld  or  large  denominations 

1920  and  1921  Kleingeldschein  (those  popular  small  denomination 
notes  in  singles  and  in  sets  of  4,  6,  8,  10  or  12  notes 
generally  with  a theme  or  story  to  tell) 

1922  Inflation  notes 

1922  and  1923  Inflation  and  Super-Inflation  notes 

In  collecting  paper  emergency  money,  one  will  find  the  same  issuing 
authorities,  plus  the  above  types  and  classes,  plus  more  sub-types 
and  locations,  with  over  100, 000  different  pieces  available. 

Here  is  where  topical  collecting,  more  so  than  with  the  coins,  really 
has  its  heyday. 

Every  imaginable  topic  is  available.  From  art  to  history,  to  sports, 
to  politics,  to  religion,  to  science,  to  health,  to  comics  and  to 
humor,  to  satire,  to  propaganda  and  back  again.  You  name  it,  you'll 
find  more  than  one  note  or  one  set  or  series  of  notes  that  cover  that 
theme  or  topic.  Christmas,  animal,  architecture  are  but  three  of 
the  more  popular  topics. 

We  will  not  try  to  get  into  the  collecting  of  porcelain  coins  and 
medals  at  this  time.  Nor  shall  we  go  about  the  non-paper  collecting. 
These  two  are  very  specialized,  very  detailed,  and  very  unlike  the 
regular  coin  and  currency  issues  of  the  1914-1923  era.  Theirs  is  a 
very  special  story  and  we  will  tell  it  later  in  this  series  of 
articles. 

Well,  you  are,  at  this  point,  well  on  your  way  to  the  most  exciting, 
interesting  and  rewarding,  not  to  mention  challenging,  areas  of  col- 
lecting and  numismatic  study  you  can  find.  Good  luck  - have  a good 
game.

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THE  NEW  5/ - COIN  OF  KENYA 
by  Jayant  J.  Ruparel 

The  Republic  of  Kenya,  is  situated  on  the  East  Coast  of  Africa.  It 
was  under  the  British  rule  until  19 63  and  achieved  independence  on 
12/ 12/63-  To  mark  10  years  of  Independence  (12/ 12/73)  the  Central 
Bank  of  Kenya  has  issued  a Five  Shilling  coin.  It  is  a nine  sided 
coin  with  plain  edges.  The  composition  is  of  aluminum-bronze.  The 
diameter  is  33  mm  from  center  of  flat  to  opposite  center  and  the 
weight  is  13*90  grammes.  The  date  on  the  coin  is  1973* 


The  design  of  the  coin  is  as  follows: 

Obverse  - Bears  a representation  of  the  head  of  the  President 
of  Kenya,  His  Excellency  Mzee  Jomo  Keynatta,  C.G.H., 
M.P. 


Reverse  - Incorporates  the  Kenya  Coat  of  Arms,  the  words  "Ten 
Years  of  Freedom"  and  the  value  in  letters  and 
figures.  The  date  "19  73"  is  divided  by  the  anus. 

Why  a nine -sided  coin  to  celebrate  ten  years  of  "UHURU"  (Swahili 
word  for  Independence)?  According  to  local  customs  and  practice 
when  a good  event  is  counted  the  last  figure  is  left  out.  So  when 
one  counts  the  number  of  years  with  the  help  of  the  coin  he  counts 
nine  and  adds  one,  to  make  ten. 


SCHUSSELPFENNIGS 


(Reprinted  from  Alfred  Szego's  10th  Bulletin  for  197^  with  permission.) 

The  German  people  have  long  been  renown  for  their  ingenuity.  Someone 
during  the  late  15th  century  initiated  a coin  type  called  schussel- 
pfennig  (or  dishpfennig) . Inspired  by  the  Byzantine  Scyphate,  it  was 
dish  shaped,  or  concave.  Unlike  its  Byzantine  prototype,  the  design 
on  the  outside  (or  reverse?)  was  eliminated.  It  was  thought  that 
the  concave  surface  would  protect  the  design  from  wear.  That  it  did 
accomplish.  However,  like  the  scyphate  it  was  quite  difficult  to 
strike  the  entire  design  between  the  concave  and  convex  dies.  In 
fact,  many  were  struck  with  only  30-40$  of  the  design  visible.  By 
the  end  of  the  l6th  century,  the  idea  began  to  be  abandoned  but  not 
before  it  was  modified  somewhat.  Some  coins  were  struck  for  the  Holy 
Roman  Empire  using  curved  or  rolled  dies  as  late  as  the  l8th  century.

CLEANING  OF  EMERGENCY  MONEY 


A sore  subject  at  times,  but  one  that  can  be  overcome,  is  cleaning  of 
zinc,  iron  and  aluminum  "notgeld"  coins,  or  tokens. 

Remove  rust  and  corrosion  by  lightly  brushing  the  coins  with  a light 
suede  brush  or  a "glass  pinsel",  a German  jeweler's  brush  made  of 
bundled  fib re -glass  straws.  The  latter  is  not  recommended  on  bronze 
or  brass  tokens. 

After  brushing,  try  soaking  in  a light  oil  for  several  days.  Remove 
the  oil  with  a neutralizing  agent  such  as  benzene  or  lacquer  thinner. 
Wip  dry  with  a soft  cheesecloth. 

For  preservation,  spray  each  token  (on  both  sides  and  rims)  with  a 
water-clear,  water-thin  "bronzing  lacquer".  This  lacquer  is  easily 
removed  with  lacquer  thinner.  None  of  the  above  solutions  are  harm- 
ful to  these  tokens  and  all  will  greatly  enhance  and  preserve  them.
